September 11, 2001 started off as a normal day. Students went to school and 
attended their first class. But at 8:48 a.m., their lives changed forever. American , 
Airlines Flight 11 crashed into the North Tower of the World Trade Center in New York 
City. Then at 9:03 a.m., United Airlines Flight 175 crashed into the South Tower. At 
9:45 a.m., while we were in third period, a third plane, American Airlines Flight 77 
from Dulles to L.A., crashed into the west side of the Pentagon. Not long after, the 
South Tower collapsed at 9:59 a.m. from the extreme heat caused by the burning jet- 
fuel. By 10:25 a.m., the FAA had grounded all domestic flights in the U.S. and 
diverted all international flights to Canada. At 10:10 a.m.,United Airlines Flight 93 
from Newark crashed outside of Pittsburgh, PA. By 10:28 a.m., the North Tower had 
collapsed. After the events of 9/11/01, students of Luray came together. A candlelight 
service was held in the auditorium to honor the firefighters and rescue workers who 
lost their lives in the rescue efforts. Clubs such as the NHS, donated money to the 
relief fund for New York. The tragic event would show us that there would be a “Rough 
Road Ahead.”

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Taking the High Road was produced by the Highland staff over the course of one hundred and eighty-two 
days in school. Finished pages were edited and sent to Josten’s Printing and Publishing, who printed 
Highland Volume 59 in State College, Pennsylvania 16804-0279. The cover was designed by Natalie 
Aleshire and drawn by Drew Duncan, an honorary member of the staff. Holly Cubbage inspired the theme 
Taking the High Road. Matt Fox designed the folio tabs and the endsheets were drawn by Matt 
Watterson. Primary editing was done by Carrie Campbell, Michael Armstrong, Matt Fox, Natalie Aleshire, 
Katie Burner, and Sarah Foltz. 

The binder board used is #317, 150 point. Endsheet paper weight is 100 Ib gloss; 80Ib was used for 
the paper within. Three multiples (24 pages) of process color were purchased, which is the most color 
ever in the LHS Highland. 

All copy was written by Journalism |, Il, and III students and printed in Helvetica typeface with 10 point 
body copy, and 8 point captions. All spreads were designed and completed using Josten’s 2002 Year 
Tech and Adobe Pagemaker 6.5. Two spreads were constructed digitally. 

LHS is a member of the Virginia High School League. The 2002 Highland submitted in for evaluation, and 
entered into the American Scholastic Press Association Review.
